road, drov e up to the Hotel Wolcott, 
just off Fifth av enue on Tliirry -first 
street, y esterda y and 
went to the 
clerk’s desk. 
“ Is Gov ernor Stubbs in? ” inquired 
the railway magnate. 
“ Yes, sir,” suite 309,” replied the 
clerk. 
Mr. Gould then telephoned the Kan­ 
sa s ex ecutiv e and in a few minutes 
they were in a conference in the gov ­ 
ernor’s apartments. 
The conference 
lasted one hour and a half and after 
the first formal greetings it was all 
about the Missouri Pacific in Kansas. 
Mr. Gould was accompanied by a Mr. 
Chadbourne, who seemed to be one 
of his confidential men. 
After 
the 
conference 
Gov ernor 
Stubbs said: 
“ Mr. Gould promised to put the Mis­ 
souri Pacific road in Kansas in as 
good condition and giv e as good ser­ 
v ice as any railroad in the sta le with­ 
in two y ears. 
This time we both 
agreed was the shortest in which the 
work could ne done without hamper­ 
ing the serv ice too much. 
I know 
something about railroad business, as 
y ou perhaps know. The improv ements 
specifically discussed include a num­ 
ber of new depots, better sta tioa ser­ 
v ice, especia lly 
where 
trains 
stop 
nights, new* ballast, new ra ils in raany 
lines, and in general to take better 
care 
of 
the 
patrons 
of the 
road 
throughout the state. 
“ ‘W e’ll make the Missouri Pacific 
the equal of any line in Kansas,’ Mr. 
Gould repeated in closing the confer­ 
ence. 
Our talk throughout was in a 
kindly tone and Mr. Gould declared 
that he was anx ious for co-operation 
of the sta te administration in putting 
the road on its feet. 
He asl|ed me 
for 
suggestions, 
and 
I told him I 
thought it would be well for him to 
assign a man in whom he placed en­ 
tire confidence to go ov er the road, 
stopping at each station and hold con­ 
ferences with the patrons of the line, 
ex amine the fa cilities and hear what 
complaints there were. 
“ Turning to >ir. Chadbourne, Mr. 
Gould said: 
T believ e tha t’s a good 


idea. 
W e’ll hav e that followed up.’ ” 
Gov ernor Stubbs and Mrs. Stubbs 
left last afternoon at 5 o’clock for 
Kansas. 
The Missouri Pacific Railway com­ 
pany has issued a statement to the 
effect that the result of the offer to 
stockholders of the $29,800,000 con­ 
v ertible bond issue has been most 
gratify ing, much the larger part of 
the issue hav ing been ahsorlied there­ 
by . 
“ This remarkable success under ad­ 
v erse financial ciinditions,” the sta te­ 
ment reads, “ is most, gratify ing to the 
Missouri Pacific management and the 
directors feel justified in proceeding 
v igorously with the company ’s ex ten­ 
siv e improv ement plan.”

The test 
of appliciints will be made on Febru­ 
ary 5, as originally announced. 
Census Director Durand emphati­ 
cally sta les that persons desiring to 
hold such positions should not stand 
in fear of the “ test” to be made. 
Any person of av erage public school 
education who can write plainly and 
reasonably fa st will go through the

with 
the trusts 
and other commercial and public rtili- 
ty grafters that have felt the lasli of 
an ajpoused public indignation, w^ould 
like W ta k e 
from 
the people Uieir 
time-honored heritage of a free press 
and free speech If they dared. 
Not daring to go so far, they pro­ 
pose 
put a tax upon the circula­ 
tion of the newspaper and other pe- 
ri4>dica]s that will drive the weak out 
of existence and curtail the influence 
of the strong.

Sir Arthur Kny vet 
Wilson, “the human Dreadnought of 
the British navy ,” today becomes first 
sea lord of the British admiralty , suc­ 
ceeding Admiral John Arbuthnot Fish 
er, who was recently made a peer and 
formally retired from the admiralty 
today . 
It is believed that the appointment 
of the new sea lord will go far to­ 
ward calming the scare over Ger­ 
many ’s fast growing navy and Emper­ 
or William’s utterances about it. 
Admiral Wilson is k nown popularly 
/as “Tug” Wilson, and as “England’s 
best sailor.” 
He is strong, silent, 
inflexible of will. 
He is a hard man, 
has been hard on his men, a rigid dis­ 
ciplinarian, 
but 
whenever 
dangers 
have had to be met he has led. 
Eng­ 
lish experts regard him, of all the ad­ 
mirals of the world, as master of the 
art of naval war. 
Sixty -eight y ears old, the new sea 
lord is incapable of fatigue, a t!omen- 
dous work er. 
He has seen as much 
active service as any man in the navy . 
ill’s latest posts were as commander 
in chief of the home 
and 
channel 
fleets. 
On the eve of his retirem ent 
two y ears ago, the k ing made him ad­ 
miral of the fleet, a position equiva­ 
lent to that of field marshal in the 
army . 
It k ept him on the active list. 
As a twelve-y ear-old “midshipmite” 
Sir Arthur served in 
the 
C<* mean 
war of Sebastapol. 
In 1854 hp took 
part in storming the Tak u forts in 
China. 
He served in the Egy ptian 
campaign of 1882. 
In the Soudan campaign of 1884 Sir 
Arthur, at the battle of El Teb, on the 
Rod Sea coast, won the coveted Vic­ 
toria Cross by a splendid feat of brav­ 
ery . Under a fierce charge of the der­ 
vishes a corner of the square in which 
the naval brigade 
wa s serving y ield­ 
ed. 
Wilson sprang into the gap and 
held 
it 
single-handed. 
His sword 
snapped and he fought with his fists, 
bowling over dervishes one after an­ 
other. 
Marvelous to relate, he was 
only slightly wounded when soldiers 
and sailors filled the gap and repelled 
the dervishes.

“I have given money to twelve col­ 
leges in the south. I don't think any 
of my other gifts have

Prohibition has helped to relieve 
us of the garnishment evil. 
Our 
time-keeper reports Ihere is a 65 
per cent decrease in this respect. 
The laborer has to hhve some ne­ 
cessities of life and he either goes 
in debt for this or goes to the 
loan sharks and the results are 
garnishment 
and 
the 
employe* 
must advance the man’s money or 
discharge him. 
This is the thing 
that has been reduced 65 per cent 
and cannot be solved here with 
open saloons.
